many of the Objects, for the carrying on of 
which very large su ms of Money are from time to time raised 
in Ireland , by Presentments of Grand Jury, or by Paroclriaf Assess^ 
ment, are much more beneficial to the Owners of Estates than to the 
5 temporary Tenants thereof, and it is therefore just and reasonable that 
the amount of such Presentments and Parochial Assessments should be 
borne and paid by such Owners, and not by the Tenant ; iBd; it 
therefore <£nactrl), by the KING’S most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
10 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, THAT whenever any Assessment shall be im- 
posed on any lands or tenements in the possession of any Tenant or 
Occupier, who shall hold or occupy such lands or tenements under 
any lease or demise thereof which shall be made after the passing of 
1 5 this Act, and the term whereof shall not exceed three lives or thirty-one 
years, for the raising or, levying any Money, under any Presentment of 
any Grand Jury, or under any Act or Acts of Parliament authorising 
the making of any Assessment, in any parish, townland, or place in 
Ireland, for the purpose of building or repairing any church, or for any 
20 public work connected therewith, and the Money payable by such 
Tenant or Occupier under such Assessments shall be levied on or paid 
by such Tenant or Occupier, it shall and may be lawful for such Tenant 
or Occupier to tender the receipt for the amount of such Assessments 
ioo. in

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to any payment by any such Tenant or Occupier, under 
any Assessment for the levying of any Fine or Penalty imposed on any 
townland, parish or place by any Presentment of any Grand Jury or 15 
otherwise, at any Assizes, for any offence against any Act or Acts in 
force for the suppression of illicit distillation, or under any Assessment 
for the levying of any fine or penalty for any offence against any Act or 
Acts by authority whereof any fine, penalty or forfeiture may be im- 
posed on and levied off any townland, parish or place in Ireland: 20 
Provided also, That no payment made under authority of this Act, by 
the Tenant of such lands, shall be construed to interfere with the pro- 
ceeding by ejectment, in recovery of such lands, in case the Rent which 
would remain due after allowance for such Grand Jury or Parochial 
Assessment shall be still unpaid by such Tenant. 
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
